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Obama Presses Hun Sen on Human Rights Record 


The Cambodia Daily 

UiS President Barack Obama pressed 
Prime Mlnistrer Hun Sen on the govern- 
ment's human rights record during the 
closed-door meeting between the two 
leaders in Phnom Penh yesterday, calling 
for fair elections and the release of all 
political prisoners. 

In the first visit to Cambodia by the 
serving American president, U,S, deputy 
national security adviser Ben Rhodes said 
Mr, Obama devoted his entire meeting 
with the prime minister to Human Rights 
issues, according to Reuters. 

“in particular, I would say the need 
for them to move toward elections that 
are fair and free, the need for an inde- 
pendent election commission associated 
with those election, the need to allow for 
the release of political prisoners and for 
opposition parties to be able to operate,” 
Mr\ Rhodes said, referring to the discus- 
sion between the two leaders. 

Mr. Rhodes added that Mr. Obama 
a;so told to Mr. Hun Sen that Cambodia 
had "much further to go on that set of 
issues/' and agreed thath the meeting 
could be described as ’’tense/ 1 according 
to Reuters. 

Mr. Obama arrived in Cambodia yes- 
terday afternoon from Burma in a trip 
throgh South-east Asia to promote the 
LLS. plans to beef up its military, along 
with a diplomatic and economic 
“reblance” of the region in the face of a 
rising China. 

In the weeks leading up to the visit, 
rights groups were jioned by lawmakers 
from Australia, Europe and the U,S, in 
raising the issue of the country’s poor 
human right record. 

A letter to the president from some of 
the most senior lawmakers in the U.S. 
called on Mr. Obama to raise everything 
from politically motivated convictions, a 
flawed electoral system, land graps and 
evictions with Mr. Hun Sen. 

Speaking at a press conference after 
the meeting. Council of Ministers 
Secretary of state Prak Sohon said Mr, 
Obama had raised human rights in his 
talks, but only because he had been asked 
to do so by other U.S. lawmakers. 

Mr. Hun Sen, he said, thanked the 
president for his “frank speech,” but said 
he was the vie time of u a campaign to 
slander the facts related to the human 
rights situation and democracy in 
Cambodia/’ 

During the frank exchange, Mr. Hun 
Sen also insided that Cambodia Still had 
a better human rights record than some of 
its regional partners in Sean, Mr. Sokhon 
said. 

’’through a campaign of slander, it 
would seem as though Cambodia is a bad 
student, worse than Myanmar, that a 
teather that was asked to held Myanmar 
has become a bad person/ 1 Mr, Sokhon 
told reporters. 

“So the prime minister took the 
opportunity of his short meeting to 
inform President Obama that the human 
rights situation, especially political free- 
dom, in Cambodia is not that bad com- 
pares to human rights and political rights 
in neighboring countries/’ 

“In our country, politics is wide open 


to all political parties and the opposition 
parties have the right to do anything in 
accrodance with the law,” Mr.Sokhon 
continued. 

Ahead of his visit, Mr, Obama was 
urges specifically to press Mr. Hun Sen 
on apardon for opposition leader Sam 
Rainsy, who is currently in self-imposed 
exile avoiding an 11 -year jail sentence 
oneharges widely believed to be political- 
ly motivated. 

Mr, Sokhon said the opposition 
leader’s name did not come up in the talks 
with Mr. Obama. 

“Samdech made it clear that in 
Cambodia there are not political prisoners 
just because there is a report and a protest 
demanding the release of all political^ 
prisoners,” he said, 

“Samdech said that there are no polit- 
ical prisoners in Cambodia, but that some 
politicians who break the law. So the 
politician must be prosecuted in accor- 
dance with the law,” 

He explained that Mr, Obama did 
raise the case of Mam Sonando, the pop- 
ular radio station owner, who was sen- 
tenced to 20 years in jail last month on 
charges of leading a so-called insurrec- 
ton, those charges have also been widely 
condemned as politically motivated. 

“Samdech explained that there was 
confusion that it was an attempt to shut 
down the station/’ Mr. Sokhon said “In 
fact the station is still operating and 
remains very popular with listeners. At 
the same time, Samdech stressed that is 
was an individual who faced the law 
because that individual committed 
wrongdoing, so that individual must face 
the law.” 

He said Mr. Hun Sen also told the 
U.S, president that the reports of mass 
evictions were overblown. 

“Regarding land issues and forced 
evictions, Samdech acknowledged that 
there have been some because there were 
some people who moved onto land ille- 
gally, so it [the government 1 was forced 
to implement the law to remove them,” he 
said, adding that Mr. Hun Sen had 
attempted to assure Mr. Obam that such 
cases were rare. 

Rights groups have sigled out the gov- 
ernment’s land concessions to agribusi- 
ness and mining firms as the country’s 
primier human rights issue, haveing 
affected some 400,000 people over the 
past decade. 

Mr. Sohon said that the prime minister 
did raise at least one issue of his owner— 
the more than $400 million with interest 
Cambodia still owes the U.S.dating back 
to the 1970s Lon Nol government. 

He said Mr. Hun Sen repeated 
Cambodia’s proposal that is pay back on 
30 percent of the debt at l percent interest 
and agree to spend what is would have 
given the U.S. on education, demining 
and cultural projects. 

The U.S. Embassy did not immediatiy 
reply to a request for comment. 

Mr. Obama is in Cambodia attending 
the Asean and East Asia summits and is 
scheduled to depart today for Japan. 
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Manila, Phnompenh Dispute South China Sea Talks

Diplomatic tensions over contested 
temitory in the South China Sea mounted 
again yesterday with Philippine President 
Benigno Aquino contesting comments 
made by cambodia on Sunday that Asean 
states had unanimously sgreed not to 
“inter nationalize” the dispute whith china. 

Speaking to reporters on Sunday at the 
Asean Summit in Phnompenh, Kao Kim 
Houn, Secretary of state for the ministry of 
foriegn Affairs, said that regional leaders 
had agreed that the sea issue would only 
be addressed through the so called Asean- 
China mechanism. 

But during the Asean-lapan Summit 
yestersay, MrAquino said that the 
Philippines had not agreed, as claimed, to 
aviod internationalizing the contentious 
issue of the South China Sea. 

“At the Asean Retreat yesterday 
{Sunday}, various views were expressed 
on Asean unity which were translated by 
the Chair into an Asean consensus.This 
was not the understanding of both the 
Philippines and at least one other country,” 
the Philippines said in a statement yester- 
day. 

“When the chair in the Asean Japan 
meeting... Allusded to this. President 
Benigno Aquino III indicated that the 
Philippines was not in accord that while 
the Philippines was for Asean unit, It has 
the in herent right to defend its national 
interest when deemed necessary,” the 
statement continued. 

“Foreign Secretary Albert F, Del 
Risario had also confirmed the Philippine 
position in a formal letter to the Chair with 
copies furnished to call Asean Foreign 
Ministers,” the statement added. 

In an interview, Mr. Del Rosario yester- 
day flatly denied Mr. Kim Hourn 's com- 
ments on Asean 's aparent consensus not to 
internationalize the ispurte, 

“No, no, we did not agree to that I think 
there was a misunderstanding,” Mr.Del 
Rosario said before the that of the Asean- 
South Korean Summit. “! think there were 
views expressed on Asean unity and it was 
translated into a consensus that was not 
our understanding”. 

“We cleared that today {with 
Cambodia},” he added. 

Despite Mr. Aquino reiterating the 
Philippines" position during the Asean- 
Japan Summit, Mr Kim Hourn yesterday 
continued to stand by his original com- 
ments regarding a consensus. 


“Yes, during the retreast of the Asean 
leadre, and at the suggestion of thr 
malaysian Prime Minister {Najib Razak} 
the leaders agreed not to internationalize 
the South China issue, and of course to 
address the issues through the existing 
China-Asean mechanism,” Mr.Kim Hourn 
maintained. 

However, Asean Secretary General 
Surin Pitsuwan confirmed the the 
Philippines had disagreed on his issue dur- 
ing Sunday's meeting. 

“The Philippines has reseved the right 
to use other forums... and channels, they 
said, to denfend their rights and their 
national interests,” Mr Pitsuwan said in an 
interview on the sidelines of yesterday's 
meeting. 

“{T} the issue is rather contentious so, 
there are different mterprestions, but we 
are working in the same direction trying to 
resolve the problem.” 

The new verbal spat between 
PhnomPenh and Manila follows a major 
breakdown in talks at the last Asean 
Summit in Phnom Penh in July where 
Cambodia, in its role as chair, did every- 
thing possible to keep the tentorial dispute 
off the agenda. The decision meant that the 
lOmenber bloc failed to release a final 
joint communique for the first time in its 
45 -year history. 

The maritime dispute over the resource- 
rich body of the water pits four Asean 
countries the Philippines, Vietnam, 
Malaysia and Brunei against China. As 
recently as April, navy and coast guard 
ships from China and the Philippines 
engaged in a standoff in the waters. 

While the Asean claimant states prefer 
multilateral negotiation on the issue and 
hope for U.S in volvement Beijig has con- 
sistently called for bilateral discusions, 
which would give China more leverage in 
negotiations with individual Asean states. 

Indonesias Foreign Minister Marty 
Nata;egawa, who has taken on the role of 
de facto mediator in the dispute said yes- 
terday that he had written a letter to 
Philippines of ficials about the disagree- 
ment, as he believe both viewpionts do not 
cancel each other out. 

“The two objectives are not actually 
mutually exclusive, and I have written for- 
mally to our Philippines colleague to 
affirm that actually their view is actually 
in sync with what has been said all this 
time that there is actually

“I don't think we should be too preoc- 
cupied with the labels it's internationalized'

“From the very biginning, this issue is 
one that is receiving attention both at the 
bilateral level between the afftected 
countries and at the same time, at the 
regional context,” 

Since Cambodia assumed the chair- 
manship of Asean, there has been a distinct 
bloc over how to handle the issue of the 
South China Sea. 

During the Asean Summit in April, 
Cambodia pushed for China's involvement 
in Asean discusions on major piont i n the 
drafting of a legally binding Code of 
Conduct (COC) in the sea. How ever, the 
Philippine disagreed with China's inclusion, 


stating that key elements in the COC 
should be decided within Asean before 
including China. 

Analyst said this week's Asean 
Summit is merely a repeat of the traditional 
allegiances that have come to light 
throughout the year. 

On Sunday, Chinese. Premire Wen 
Jiabao pledged more than $50 milion in 
aid to cambodia during a meeting with 
Prime Minister Hun Sen. 

‘This does appear to be another example 
of Cambodia trying to purue its single- 
minded policy of not giving any offense 
to China ” said Carlyle Thayer, a profecssor 
at the University of New South Wales at 
the Australian Defense Force Academy 
who is an expert on the regon. 

“Cambodia's actions only serve to 
undermine the Asean Chair as an office,” 
he added.
